Why Ne e d of W a te r in Your Body Is Impe ra tiv e

aarily in human beings. It is a 
conv enient way to study the sub­ 
ject because we can eoop the mice 
up in cages and keep them from 
getting away and hav ing love af­ 
fairs in the open. The mutineers 
of the Bounty landed on a desert 
island and intermarried with the 
natives; they were all killed but 
one and when discovered, he was 
the ancestor of ev ery body on the 
island: they had been in a rage. 
So the story of the three U. S. 
sailors in a rubber raft floating on 
the Pacific for 34 day s is an ad­ 
v enture story of the first class, 
but it will probably stick in the 
phy siologies long after it has been 
dropped from the story books, be­ 
cause it is a study in metabolism. 


Interesting to Phy sioiogista 


Three men were forced down in 
a Nav y plane and found tnem- 
selvea in a rubber raft with noth­ 
ing to eat, no water, no nothing. 
Oh! y es, they had a knife. As 
hunger began to get the better of 
civilized ideas, they agreed that 
surv ivors should eat the heart, 
liver and internal organs of the 
first one that died. One of them 
was able to spear a fish from day 
to day , and these were eaten raw. 
After sev eral day s of blistering 
heat and clear weather, it rained. 
After that there were squalls 
every day . So they had water. And 
water was what saved them. 
That is the part of the story 
that gets in the phy siologies. Wnat 
they had to eat for 34 day s was 
probably as much as a normal 
adult American eats in one day of 
light meals. And it had no v a­ 
riety . They had no vitamin tab­ 
lets. But they had water. 
And 
men ean live for 34 day s if they 
have water. 
It is one of the very few re­ 


corded ex periments to determine 
this point. The av erage reader of 
scientific literature has read 
a 
number of loose statements and 
thinks that phy siology has plenty 
of data on the subject. .. that fel­ 
low that was out in the desert 
that time. Well, what fellow who 
was out in what desert, what time? 
I was talking to a professional 
phy siologist about this and he be­ 
gan to make v ague statements so 
we started to look it up and found 
almost nothing. The figure of the 
man in the desert gets v aguer and 
v aguer as y ou track him down. No 
professional faster, not even Mo­ 
handas Gandhi, has been able to 
stand the torture of a fast with­ 
out water. 
The fluid in the body Is dis­ 
tributed in the blood (5 per cent), 
the fluid loose between tissues (15 
per cent) and the fluid inside cells 
(50 per cent). So 70 per cent of 
y our body —105 pounds of a 150- 
pound man— is water. The body 
loses water at the rate of 4 ’a 
pints a day , even in winter. The 
water in the body performs all 
sorts of 
functions — distributes 
foods in solutions, salts, carries 
waste products from the kidney s 
and lungs, regulates heat. 
We need it badly . If y ou don’t 
believe it, get on a rubber raft in
